thorifed and empowered us to examine the feveral accounts 
of extraordinary fErvicés Inclir#ed add rot provided for by 
Parliament, which have been laid before the Houle of Com- 
« mons fince the firft.ot, Janaary 1776.3”. we comlidered that 
Janfe not as imperative upon us, to flop thort in the purtuit we 
ere at that time engaged in, sunder. the authority of the for- 
er act, and to proceed ‘initpiediatelyyto the rexantination of 
ef accounts 5; byt. rather. as. tle detignation of a, fubject, fe+ 
Befted from among the numerous objects, committed to us in 
neral terms by the firk.act,, as the pext for that confidera- 
jon, after ,we, fhould haye comp! ed the enquiries we.were 
hen purfuing. . Thole enquiyies buing finithed, we have, in o- 
ience to the intentioy of the, Legiflature, thus fignified to 
5, direéted our attention,to the accounts of the extraordinary 
ervices incurred and not provided for by Parliament, which 
ave been laid before the Houfg of Commons fince, the ft of 
anuary 1776. . oi 

In this de held, where the objects are fo numtcrous,. fo 
arious, and fo complicated, we .have, in .our choice. of the 
abject, been attegtiye, tayghe public voice,,. as far, as we. have 
een able to collect, and hare fele&ed for our enquiry, as much 
he extraordinary, fervices. of, the, army, which had been ex-), 
nded in North. America; endeavouring to trace, it front its 
iflue out of the Exchequer, to the final difpofition of it in, thay 
country, with a view,to difcoyer| whether amy part of ir has 
been, and by what, means, intercepted in its pallages or diyert- 
ed in its application, ; 

We entered upon this enquiry, fenfible of mary obvious and 
difeowraging difficulties in-our way... This money is expended 
in a diftant country: Theevideacerof the material circum{tan- 
ces of every tranfaction of expenditure. is in that country 5 ex- 
cept where, in a fet. inftangcs,.we have had it in our power to 
apply to an accountant bimfelf, who has either pafled his ac- 
counts in thé Office of the Auditors of the Imprelt, or brought 
in his hand his ‘vouchers, fair’ and. regular wpom the face of 
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them. By what.means rhen are we to detect, if fuch there 
has been, peculation, fraud, or mifapplication? 

We admit no charge. again{t, perfons abroad, who have no 
opportunity of being heard in their own defence ; and we are 
cautious that our,examination dogs not lead to felf-accufativn, 
Thus deftitute of the proper evidence, and ‘with fo unpromi- 
fing a profpect before us,y.we fet out in fearch-of fuch materi- 
als as we could find, and asthe natate gnd circumftances of 
the fubje&t would afford, 7 

We extracted from the journals, and from ahe accounts pre- 
fented to the Houfe of Commons, the fums granted for the 
extraordinary fervices of the army every years: from the sft. of 
January 1776, tothe ut of December lait. . The: total of 
thefe fums is 19,502,969], 2s. 8d, 

We obtained, by requifition from the Ojfice of the Payma- 
fter-General of the Forces, an.account of the money iflued to 
Meff. Harley and Drummond, purfuant to his Majefty’s war- 
rants, for the extraordinary fervices of his Maje{ty’s fotces fer- 
ving in North America, during the fame period. ‘This fum 
amounts to 10,083,863]. 28.64, 

We proceeded, in.the next:place, toenquire by what means 
this money pafied to North América :- Of this we received in- 
formation from Thomas Neale, Efq; the-agent in London to 
Meff. Harley and Drammond, who are engaged in a contract 
with Government to make thefe remittances for a commifiion of 
one an a half per cent. clear of all fees, of office, and expence 
of tranfpartation. .. All. this money pafles from. the Exchequer 
through the-hands of the Payma(ter-General of the Forces, 'to 
the remitters, and from them to their agents.in North Ame- 
rica; who. pay it to. the Deputy Paymatter-Genetal of the For- 
ces refidiyg in that.country., It paffes from the Exchequer to 
the remitters, in the following, manners: 

When the Commander in Chief in. North America fends to 
the agents a requifition, f{pecifying a certain fum to be wanted 
for the extraordinary férvices of the army for the enfamg quar- 
ter, the agents, in confequence of this requifition, draw bills 


mitters apply, by memorial, to the Lords Commiflioners of the 
Treafury, forsmoney to extifiguifh thofe bills, and receive from 
them a warrant upon the Paymafter-General of the Forces for 
the payment. of a fum/upon account, for the ufe of his Ma~ 
jelty’s forces in North America; this warrant being fatisfied 
by the iflue from the Exchequer to the Paymafter-General, in 
confequence of a Treafury letter, and order of the Auditor; 
the Paymafter-General-gives.to the remitters his draft forsit 
upon the Badk.. If the Commander in Chief'makes no requi- 
fition, the agents themfelves fend to the remitters an account 
of what money wil] be wanted; and they apply for it tothe 
Treafury, and receive it in like manner from the Paymatter+ 
General of the Forces. 

There are two ways by which this. money goes from the re- 
mitters into the hands of their agents:.The one is by -bills 
thus drawn by them upon the-remitters ; which bills they.re- 


prefented to.them tin London: The other is by fending out to 
them actual cath ; this is done according tg fpecial directions

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means, and for what purpofes, it was taken outof his hands. 
Lieutenant-General. Sir William’ Howe, late Commander in 
Chief of his Majefty’s forces in North America, and Lieute- 
nant-General Earl Cornwallis, fupplied us with this informa- 
tion, 

This money cannot be iflued by the Deputy Paymafter-Ge- 
neral, without the authority of the Commander in Chief, ex- 
ereifed either by himfelf, or by fome general officer, to whom 
he has, from necefbty, delegated that authority, There are 
certain departments in the army, to the prefiding officers. of 
which is entrutted the expenditare of fo much of the public 
money as the fervice of thofe fevcral departments requires, and 
who are accountable to the Public for all they receive. Thefe 
officers aie the Secretary to the Commander in Chief, the Pay- 
matter of the Provincial-forces,., the Quarser-Mafter-General, 
the Barrack-Mafter-General, the, Commiflary-Goneral, the 
Chief E:ngincer,. the. Superintendent, of Andian “A faire, «the . 

Matter, the Purveyor of the, Hofpital, and the Cam- 
miffary of Prifoners, 

The Commander in Chief direéts money into, the -hands of 
thefe accountants, by his warrant to the Deputy »Paymafter- 
General, requiring him to pay to the officer nated, .a certain 
fum for the purpofe therein fpecified. , ‘Thefe; warrants are.of 
two kinds, temporary and final; The temporary. warrant is for 
moncy upon accoint, and granted upon the application of the 
officer, ‘to enable him to carry on the fervice : The fnal war- 
rant is for money to reimburfe the officer’s expences actually 
incurred, and meutions that the vouchers are lodged with that 
officer, 

Every quarter, or as foon as the fervice will admit, thefe 
officers make’ an abjtract ofall the fums they, haye expended 


in their feveral departments, duting ‘that quarter, digefed an-_, 


der different heads’ of expence. Every officer ¢afries his ab- 
{traét to the Commander in Chief for his infpeétion, and for 
the purpofe of being reimburfed the amount. of that abflract. 
If, upon examination, no objection arifes to any of the articles, 
he grants tothe officer a final warrant upon the Deputy Pay- 
mafter-General; ‘fur the’ total funy contained in the abftraé ; 
upon produétion of this warrant, with the abftra@ annexed, at 
the Pay-oflice of the Army, the officer takes up and cancels, 
as being of no ufe, the temporary warrants he has received in 
that quarter; and, deduéting from the‘fum in the abftrad the 
fums. contained in the tempoyary warrants, he receives the ba- 
lance, leaving both the final’warrant and abftraét with the De- 
puty Paymafter-General, who fends thém every quartet to the. 
Pay-office of the Army in England, as vouchers for the Pay- 
maiter-Genéral of the Forces, upon pafling his account before 
the Auditors of the Impreft. 
Through thefe channels is the money, granted for the ex- 
traordinary fervices. of the army, conveyed into the hands ef 


certain officers entrafted with, and refponfible for, the expen- 
diture of that money. How this’ exper ka “been con- 
duéted, was the next, and the material fubjec of-our enguiry. 


The Quarter-Maiter- General, the Barrack-Mafler-General, 
the Commiflary -General, and ‘the Chief Engineer, are the offi- 
cers to whofe management the greateft fhare of this money is 
committed ; and, therefore, ‘to whom we principally direfied 
We examined fuch of them as we could find, 
who either were then, “or had ‘been employed in thefe depart- 
ments ; and‘ colle&ted what information we could from the. 
vouchers in their poffeffion, ur ftom thofe they had delivered 
into the Office of the Auditors*of the Impreft; all of which 
were, in confequence of our réquifition, fubmitred to our in- 
{pection, 

Having had’reafon to believe, before the paffing of the laft 
aét, that it was the intention of Parliament to référ ‘to_ us the 
confideration of the extraordinaries of the army, ard’ having 
been. informed: that Brigadier-General William Dalrymple. 
Quarter-Mafter-General, Peter Pdumier, Ef; a Deputy Com- 
miffary-General, and-Mr Abijah Willard,” Commillary of liye, 
cattle to his. Majefty’s forces in Nofth America, ‘Were then ia 
London, and about to return to America, though engaged at 
that time upon other fubjeéts, under the direétions of the for- 
mer aét, we availed’ ourfelves of that opportunity to receive 
from them the information they.were able 49° give -us, relative 
to their refpective departments, . 

We obrained from the Treafury the lifls of wWagrants grant- 
ed by, the Commtianders in Chief in North*America, upon the 
Deputy Paymafters-General there, and. tranfmitted, to. the 
Lords Commiffioners of his Majelty’s Treafary, from, the ait 
of January 1776, to the 31ft of December lait: The total 
fum contained in thefe lifts is 7,725,828). 12's. and three 
halfpence ; of which there appear to haye'been iffued, during 


that period, by the Commander in’ Chief at. New-York, to the .

Iv is the daty of Adminiftration to be particularly cautious 
as to'the mude of conveying inftraétions to the commanders at 
the different out-ports, as there are ’reafons for believing that 
the emiffaries of our-enemies are employed to tranfmit every 
information they can poffibly obtain, relating to the movements 
that will be made for the relief of Gibraltar. 

_ We havefome authority for faying, that it is at this moment 
io agitation to change the whole face of the war abroad. It 
has been found that the famous vidtory of Admiral Rodn 
has not hitherto enabled us to take from the enemy a Bigle 
ifland, or to récever otic of our loft This is found 
torhave arifen, not from the weaknels of our fleets, or from the

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MEMOIRS or GENERAL ELLIOT. 
< ae able and gallant General is an exception to tht 
diam of philofophers, that birth ahd high lineage are 
not at all to be ¢orfidered in the forfhation of a great character, 
which muft reft folely upon the perfonal merits of the tndivi- 
dual who afpires to it. But, in the prefent cafe, the copfciouf- 
nefs that h¢ was really a gentleman Was what made Elliot a 
hero.—The General was born of parents to whom their ance- 
{tors had ‘tranfmitted nothing but the memory of a long line of 
predeceffors, who had fignalized themfelves by military exploits, 
atd borné ‘with honour very confiderable employments in the 
army. ‘The father and mother of our hero were natives of 
Scotland (where he himfelf alfo was boru)-; they were both of 
very anciént and refpectable families, and allied to fome of the 
firft nobility of that kingdom 3 but, unfortunately their circum- 
itances in life were {o low, that they were obliged, however re- 
lugtantly, to put out fome of their children to mechanic oc- 
cupations, Among thefe was the prefent brave defender of 
Gibraltar, whofe lot it was to be apprenticed to a Tailor, at 
un early period in life. ‘The boy had often heard his parents 
{peak of perfons of their refpective families, who had command- 
ed regiments, avd fought nobly the battles of their country : 
the frequent meation of their heroic deeds had filled young 
‘Elliot with ardour to tread in their footiteps, aad emulate their 
glory ; and therefore it ought not to be niatter of furprife, that 
he fhould look down with contempt upon a bafinefs, which the 
neceflities, not the inclination of his pareats, had obliged them 
to place him in. 'To.a youth of his towering fpiric, and afpi- 
ring genius, whofe preateft with was to follow the profeflion of 
arms, a tailor’s fhop-board was literally as well as figuratively a 
Hell; and therefore, like his countryman who fled from the 
battle, atd is now a great Law Lord, he refolved to quit for 
ever an occupation, by which he fel: himfelf debafed. — He put 
his defign into execution, and, leaving Scotland, went over to 
Germany, where he entered a regiment as a volunteer. His 
talents and: uncommon attention to his duty, were his belt 
friends, aad only recommendation ; bat he could not have bet- 
ter: For, ima very fhort time, he was honoured with a pair of 
colours. Placed in this diftinguifhed fituation, the fpirit he 
difcovered in feveral fkirmilhes foon procured a Lieutenancy ; 
and, in three or four years after, he was raifed to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. The rapidity of his promouons gate no 
offence to his brother officers ; for thefe promotions did not 
outtrip, Bat merely Kept pace with his merits, as he was not 
riifed frost one rank to a higher but in confequeace of fome 
military fervice-or exploit, by which the preferment was fairly 
und nobly earned. In this rank of Lieutenant-Colonel we find 
hin on the continent, when, at the commencement of the laft 
war, he made an offer of his fervices to his own Sovereign, on 
condition that he fhoukd be adimisted to the fame rank in the 
Britith army which he held in Germany. The then. mini{ter 
accepted the offir with readinefs ; and, without hefitation, fub- 
fcribed toa condition, which would reitore to this country.an 
officer of treat experience and knowledge in his profeflion, and 
whole charaéter ftood very high indeed on the continent, for 
bravery, atk! alf the virtues drat adorn the maa and the {ol- 

dier. ' 

In our fervice hie was found’ to be a {trict difciplinarian, with- 
our the noife atid nonfenfe of 4 mere Martinent: fobriety and 
cleanlinefs were his two objects ; and wherever he difcovesed a 
deviation fromi either, he punifhed the offender in a manner. 


more kikely to prevent a relapfe, than to irritate the man‘: he. , 


foothed or punifhed more like @ parent, thaaa commanding of- 
ficer. 
and as if to his care and cultivation the morals and temporal 
happinefs of his nien, as well'as tlie mere machinery of the fol- 

~aler, were committed ; the confequence was, that he was. re- 
vered and cherifhed by all his men; and a gefture of difappro- 
bition trom: Cclonel Elfiot was to his own mea more mortify- 
ing, than a fevere military punifhment. 

Before he had been long in the Britith fervice, he fuggefted 
to the Sécretary at War the -nectility of ‘raifing: fome light 
horfe, to be employed iu Germany ; the heavy armed cavalry 
from England and Ireland having been found unable to perform 
their evolutions in the fwampy grou7ds oF that country ; or 
prevent the depredations of the haflurs and light horfe of the 
French and Auftrians, whofe fleetnefs foon carried them out 
of the reach of our cavalry. The Miniftry entered inte all his 

-wiews, and immediately gave orders for the raifing of feveral 
regiments of light horfe in England and Ireland. Lieutenant 
Colonel Ethot was commiffioned to raife one, and was appoint: 
ed té command it, when it fhould have been raifed ; thus he 
obtained the rank of full Ccfonel in the army. He foon re- 
Prired to Londo® to fecruit ; and from the charaéter which he 
had eftablifhed for lumianity and téndernefs for. his men, the 
regiment was foon. complewd. It is rematkable that a very 
c nfiderable part of the mén were gailors ; ‘and here we cannot 
pafs over, though it has: been often ngcntioned, a bon mot attri- 
buted to Queen Elifabeth. That Princefs had caufed to be 
riifed a régiment of light horfe, to ferve in the Low Countries, 
io fupport of the Durch. Her General, who was commiflion- 
ed to raife it, thought proper, for what reafod we do not pre- 
tend to fay, to mount the regjfnent upon zares ; the men were 
moftly all tailors. The whole corps was, in aw’ aétion with 
the Spaniards, eut off from the main army, and taken prifoners. 
When the account of this difalter reached the Queen; that 


Princefs, whofe policy would not firffer her to appear dejetted 


at any reverfe of her arms, turned to the Earl of Leicetter, 
and wittily faid, «Phe Spaniards Have no caufe to triumph on 
** this oceafion’; for though they may vainly boaft that they 
“* have cut off an Englith regiment, £ cad with truth fay to 
“¢ them, that I have not, on'this occafion, loff either san or 
* bor fer” 

‘To give an aecount of the atchievements of Coleone). Ellior’s 
light horfe, while diey ferved in Germany, which was till the 
conclufion of the war, would be an epitome of the war itfelf ; 
us. there was fcarcely any action for five years in which they did 
not bear a part, and upon almoft every uccafion. proved fuccefs- 
ful.
